RACIAL AND ETHNIC RELATIONS: SELECTED READINGS is intended for use as a 
text or supplement in courses on social and ethnic relations. The range of coverage and 
the wealth of material make this book an indispensable source of information on what is 
perhaps the most important topic concerning sociologists today. 

Part I presents a sampling of the ideals and materials of this field of inquiry. The selec¬ 
tions in Parts II and III introduce the student to the diversity of American ethnic subculture 
and explore the problems resulting from such diversity. Included are articles on the Japanese- 
Americans, the Puerto Ricans, and the problem of anti-Semitism. Parts IV, V, and VI con¬ 
centrate on the Negro in America. The concluding selection is a round-table discussion on 
the future of the problem with James Baldwin, Nathan Glazer, Sidney Hook, Gunnal Myrdal, 
and Norman Podhoretz as participants. Here, at last, is a collection of articles on racial and 
ethnic relations that is truly useful.
